Stretched on a brd w:\s a man in 
proud possession of a battered wrist 
w.itch. A stray bullet had struefc 
tlie timekeeper which caused the 
deadly thing- to fly off in another 
direction. \>'e were allowed to 
handle a jack-knife which had been 
of similar service to anolWcr man, 
I'hc blade was broken by the niis- 
silc which bad then been' turned in 
the direction of the man's leg. 

".Ach," he said, "f did not do any- 
Ihinp preat! That's the man you 
ivaiii to talk to; he's the 'PridL- of 
ihc C-.madians."' The finc-looWuE 
fellow referred to had hts^arm in 
splints under the brown jersey. He 
was one of the three brave Cmi;\- 
dians who stood by and saved the 
giitis; and he has lieen recomiiiend- 
ed for the Victoria Cross> which 
every one wishes lie may reeetvc. 

"Tills is 'some' place," said a huge 
Canuck, whose arm hung hi a sling, 
"And my arm's getliuR aloiiR fine. 
Strange, how it hajipened, thoLigh. 
We bad been hard at it all that Sun- 
day afternoon and evoiitiig, and we 
were expecting to be relieved every 
iiiinnli; when I reached rotind for 
my rifle at the same moment tEiat a 
piece of shrapnel got there. Cice! 
but it did make me squeal; Ihe bole 
it made was so large that I could 
put my fitigcr inside. The colonel, 
who was about five yards away, saw 
tiiat I was ^^'onndccb and he Lonnd 
np my wnst ^^iili Ills own pocket 
handkLTchicI, 

"Five mliuitcs .-.ftcr he asked for 
a vohnitccr to ntn about five hun- 
dred yards to the tclcplioue station, 
and call for rcitiforeemcnts. I 
wasn't much use for anything else 
with a smashed arm, and so off I 



of the three men Ids life; another 
was terribly wounded; wliilc

WHAT is the diflfcrcnec 
Iictwecn a sancli^cd and 
a justiGcd soul? This 
was Vhe question pro- 
pounded by Ihc Comniis- 
<;ioiicr at tlic morning meeting at 
r.irliaaiciit Street {T'yrrjntr') Chadol 
last Sunday. 

He cuin|frcs5ed the answer into a 
lew words, terse and to the .point. 
■'A justified soul," he said, "possesses 
God, but a sanctified soul is pDS- 
sestiejl by God.".- . 

Enlarging upon tliis. theme he 
went Ton to illustrate how a ^soul 
might jtass from one state. to the 
other. Separation from all evil tivas. 
the first step, but this must be fol- 
lowed by u dcHnite dt-'diQuiion to the 
doing of good works. To effectively 
drive this point home he employed 
the following. simple illustration^ 

"Suppose I have two dollar-bills 
in my right hand poclrot. I transfer 
one of them to the left hand pocket.

Our friends will be interested to 
know that in Belgium we are carry- 
ing out relief work, such as is pos- 
sible, in a careful and methodical 
manner. Our Officers are giving 
themselves 10 the work vrixh a fine 
spirik Their cheerfulness and faith 
at such a time as this are of incal- 
culable value among the people. 
Such of our Soldiers as need help 
are receiving it weekly under a 
fixed system, which prevents over- 
lapping. Some members of our con- 
gregations in Belgium who, although 
not actually Soldiers, are known to 
us, and who arc completely ruined, 
are also being helped in the same 
way- Soup kitchen and depots (or 
the distribution of milk for children 
have been deprived of both parents 
feftve been placed in the homes of 
ciJcr-, ■v^c^c■.c arcpivVr f-rt^-'fr 



support. 

Thcnj ascertain amount of both 
money and food U being distributed 
in the homes of neopli* who are not 
sufficienily wcH or are too far re- 
moved from the other centres of 
relief to obtain their help. Wher- 
ever it is possible and wise to do so 
■we require tJiose who receive help to 
pay something cowards its cost, as id 
some cases the people are not with- 
out money, though they cannot 
obtain food. 

In One town some acres of land 
have been obtained, and apportioned 
between a number of families in 
order that they may euilivate it — 
The Salvation Army providing the 
seed, principally potatoes. The crops 
will be valuable later on. 

In various parts of the world The 
Army is carrying on work among 
many sections of those who suffer 
from One kind or another of loss or 
disability. Among all these special 
efforts, none interests me more than 
that among the Deaf and Dumb. 
Whenever I visit Sweden — where 
this work is more earciully organ- 
ized than in any other country — I 
am ahvays deeply moved by what I 
see. During the last few weeks 
Commissioner Ogrim has conducted 
a Council in Stockholm for the pur- 
pose of devcIo|iiiig and heticr organ- 
izing this' branch of service. Public 
meetings were also held in connec- 
tion with the Council, of which I 
have the following report: — 

"The Council consisted of private 
meetings for our deaf and dumb 
friends, and public meetings in which 
the deaf and dumb were present and 
took part. All the Coram is sio\\er'3 
and other addresses were graphically 
translated by means of signs and 
gestures by Adjutant Esther Carls- 
sson. who stood beside the speakers 
On the platform. No less the songs, 
soloed by an Officw and touchmgly 
rendered in signs by a silent group 
on the platform, than the personal 
testimony of our deaf and dumb 
comrades, translated by one of the 
Officers engaged in that work, were 
sufficient to repeatedly move the 
audiences to tears. 

"In spite of the dramatic and at 
times amusing translations, which 
were enough to take from the 
speaker the attention of the most 
serious hcarcT^ the povfcr of God was 
at work and gripped the congrega- 
tions. The Sunday's meetings pro- 
'duccd a Penitent Form result of 
twcnty-oiie souls seeking Salvation, 
of AVhom three were deaf and dumb. 
It was an inlciesling sight to seethe 
saved deaf and diimb fishing among 
their comrade?. They went at it with 
a icst and cameatncss which would 
put to shame many possessed of the 
power of speech and hearing. '
